In this order the 


railroads reserved the right of rout-

nals. The commission raised the ques- 
tion that the routing privilege was 
virtually a contract for pooling, and 
the railroad companies Justified the re- 
quirement br saying that It was nec- 
essary to prevent the 
making of 


rebates. The Circuit Court sustained 
the government's contention and also 
held the railroad circular to be In gen- 
eral violation of the spirit of the Inter- 
state Commerce laws.

Knowland Is Guarding flare Island 


Congressman Knowland. is ' energetically smoking out 
the 


bureaucrats of the Navy Department who are furtively putting 
obstacles in the way 
of 
building -a government collier at Mare 


Island. From the start the Construction Bureau resolved that the 
collier should be built -in private yards by contract. Admiral 
Capps, the head of the bureau, has been indefatigable in his efforts 
to prevent the collier being built'at Mare'Island'by government 
employes. He was assisted by'a numbef.of Congressmen represent- 
ing districts in which private shipyards are situated. After the 
bill authorizing the construction of th'e collier passed Congress, the 
plans were altered so as to make the cost greatly exceed the ap- 
propriation. 
Then Admiral Capps,reported that new _ equipment 


costing $100,000 woul'd .have: to be-supplied the Mare island yard 
before the collier could be. built. 


Mr. Knowland does not propose to be balked by such methods. 


He has'demanded that Admiral Capps .specify just what additional 
equipment is necessary at Vallejo. After one'evasive reply, which 
elicited a reiterated .demand from. :our Congressman, Capps shows 
a disposition to back down from 'his "statement, passing it off^by 
saying whatever additional equipment is needed can be supplied 
from the regular appropriation. In other words, his bluff being 
called he laid down his hand. 


Congressman Knowland is intimately 
acquainted with 
the 


situation at Mare Island. He is abundantly''supplied with private 
technical information proving to him..that the $100,000 additional 
iequiprnent was only a.thimble-rigging device to defeat the will of 
Congress. 
The change in the plans which-necessitates .a larger..expenditure 


on the collier than the act of Congress authorized-is a different mat- 
ter-' but it is probably-of a piece with- the additional equipment. It 
/ looks-like an afterthought to^delay building the-collier till the private 
' 
shipyard owners can take another'turn at having the work let out at 
contract. Why is it that th'e Navy Department' submits 'one set of 
plans and estimates when Congress'is asked, for money 'to .tfcild 
government ships and then comes forward with a ^new set of plans 
and estimates after Congress has voted the appropriation? In this 
particular case it looks like a plain attempt to, send the matter, back 
to Congress, because.th.e Construction.. .Bureau .has not. been per- 
mitted to have its way in the matter of letting the work out by 
contract to private shipyards. .-,-• . ; . ...- 


For forty years.powerful political and,-financial .influences have 


been employed to prevent the navy yards'being equipped to perform 
all classes of work, and buil4all,classes;of -.government ships. Again 
and* against has been".urged, Xvlira .!t'>as>-stigges£e'd that the gov- 
ernment should build its own,ships.in'its own yards, that the navy 
yards were not equipped to do the work. The same men who made 


' this-excuse-in Gongre's's- would promptly- .vote --down/appropriations 


to equip the yards. Mare Island sufferecf for lack of equipment for 
a generation -because-'of.the,desire tq^oj-ce theUettihg-of all gov- 
ernment work to private contractors. When appropriations for 
adequate equipm>nt, finally? pa|^£e<pgj^^h^dfip«Jtment was 
unaccountably dilatory'' and haphazard' in'supplying it. 
Everything 


has been done in a creeping, listless fashion, as if there was neither 
interest nor purpose in the work. It is all due to the subtle influ- 
ence that is trying to render the na\y-yards, useless that the build- 
ing and repairing of government ships ,may be.done by private 
parties who will promptly combine.against the government.

Christ rebuked the tendency to see the 
greatest sinners In isolated classes or dis- 
tant climes, and said, 'Except ye-repent 
ye will all likewise perish.' 


"We are fond of attributing barbarity 


to ancient and sayage peoples. 
They 


were and are barbarous. 
Rome at the 


height of her Imperial glory fostered the 
gladiatorial show. 
The Roman people 


thronged the amphitheaters and look-jd 
with delight on spectacles 
of 
human 


butchery and bloodshed enatced on an 
enormous scale. 
Men fought men m 


mortal combat, and men fought beasts In 
the arena to the death, and all for the 
amusement of the populace. 
"We look 


back on It all and cry barbarous! 
. , 


"But what were the gladitatorlal shows 


which disgraced Rome and. every Romiin 
province from Spain to Sydia in the early 
Christian centureis? Simply bloody Tights 
of men with men and men with beasts 
for-the amusement of the people. Were 
the fighters and the spectators barbar- 
ians? 
Yes, no matter how great their 


boasted 
civilization. 
This was ancient 


barbarism.

his chapter on "The Moral Effects of the 
Gladiatorial Shows on the Roman Peo- 
ple," says: 
'A complete recklessness of 


human life was soon engendered both in 
the spectators and the combatants. 
The 


Influence of the games gradually per- 
vaded the whole- texture of the Roman : 
life. 
They became the commonplace of | 


conversation. 
The 
children - imitated 


them In their play. One of the first con- 
sequences of this taste was to render 
the people absolutely .unfit for those tran- 
quil 
and 
refined 
amusome-nts 
which 


usually accompany civilization. 
To men 


accustomed to witness the vicissitudes 
of deadly combat, any spectacle that did 
not elicit the strongest excitement was 
Insipid.'
